The barracks consist of 10 to 12 nasonry 
buildings, surrounded by a wall about 3 meters high, The barracks area 
is guarded by fixed posts located atop concrete guard towers, and by 
roving patrols arsed with automatic carbines and hand grenades.

In April 1950, large cases of 
varying Cinensions were transported to this area; they are believed to 
have contained disassembled weapons ond anuunition. 


5. On Saseno island, there are various fortifications, There are also 
naval units, which are believed to nen the coastal cuns on the island, 
The waters around the island are mined. 


7. An ammnition depot is Iccated 500 meters outside of —— » 300 meters 
i off the Porta Romana road, in excavations under a hill, Concrete sentinel 

-btikes are located atop the hill, The depot is guarded by members of the 
DiP (sic), armed with automatic Weapons. the depet consists of three 
rooms with walls and ceilings of reinforced coneretc, measuring about 
LO x fio meters anc 10 meters hich, The walls are lined with corrugated 
iron in order to reduce the humidity (sic), The ceiling of each room is 
reinforced by stecl ord concrete columms, Rooms are cormmected by 
corridors, which ave slse couctructed of reinforced conerete, ‘The main 
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corridor is 4 to & neters in width, and 3.5 meters in heic-ht. Cases 
of ammunition, covered with corrugated iron, are located on either 

Side, own the center run the tracks of en electrically~operated 
Uecauville rallvey., A sign "chernical material" is posted in one roon 
witieh contalns numerous wood anc steel containers for liquids. Another 
room extends beyond the side of the hill, It is entered »; a steel door 
protected by a concrete cuard tower, 


S» Various depots are located at Shkermb i Kavajes, 6 Icllonetors fron Lurres, 
and about 300 meters off the main road to Mavaje. These are the uost 
inportant ammmition depots in Albania. All are located in subterrmean 
excavations and censtructec of reinforecec conerete. 


Jo our Kilometers from curres anc about 500 meters off tho Tirana road, 
at the point lmown as Trashbull-Ghenevlash, there is another munitions 
depot, also located in excavations in a hill, and constructed of reinforced 
concrete, With rooms about 12 x 22 meters, The entrance to this depot is 
Locetec almost at the summit of the hill, while the storare rooms are 
located much deeper in the hill. The hill is guarded by menbers of the 
WP (sic), armed with autonatic weapons; these are billoted in a small 
concrete block-house built on the ton of the hill. 


Bey Shipping and Sorts: 

10, In June 1940, six or seven Liberty~type ships, flying the Soviet flac, 
arrived at vurres, where they unloaded munitions which asvear to have been 
intenced for the Creek Commmist guerrillas, Although the shins carried 
tractors and agricultural maciines in full view, buey. unloaced mumitions 
at-mignt, using sellors and sembers of the LP for this nurpose, The 
Sollowing ltens were noted: 


a An armored car, probably of Geren manufacture; lwhools and rubber 
tires: rotating armored gun surret, mowrting a 20 ms. cums 


ba Tracked vehicles, with unspecified armament. 


Cc. One small Gormon antietank cannon, mounted on rubber tires and 
equipved with muggle bralte,

li, During the first months of 1940, reconstruction WaS begun on Lurres 
decks destroyed by the Germans, The worse has boan uncer the Cirecticn 
of a Soviet engineer. The new Cocks are being constructed on the site 
of the former ones, but have been moved further out to sea in ordor to 
avoid the necessity of dredcing, ‘ihe space between she new and old 
docks wili be filled in with earth, Ly Lay 1950, three docks of reinforeod 
concrete had been completed, Gne of these, GO meters lone, has been 
reserved Lor wilitary use, while the other two, 200 and OO meters in 
length respectively, are for the use of comercial and passenrer traffic

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12, In February 1950, works was begun on the erection of tio mobile 
dervicks of Soviet manufacture, each with a capacliy of &O tons. 
7 These are for use alonn the 200-meter dock, In Lay 1950, one derrick 
had been completely installed, while work was proceeding on the netal 
Bromoworl: of the other. 


13. tho following naval vessels were noted in port in vay 1959: 


a, Three mine<sweepers of 500 to 600 tons, armed with two 20 mi. 
nachine guns, one at the prow and one at t.e stern. 


b, our uotor boats, about 20 meters Long, each armec with two 
2 oe 
machine puns. 


tke In May 1950, Soviet, Dulgerian, and Czech ships arrived at Durres, 
where they unldeded drills, lathes, and milling-machines of German 
nonufoeture, They took on cargoes consisting of wolf pelts, sheepskins 
and pigsicins, wool, chrone, olive of], and cruce oll from tue adcove 
wells. 


15, In dune 19h3, a concrete pier, 70 x 20 neters, was coupleted in the 
port of Vlono under the direction of a Soviet encgincer. 


16. In February 1950, 3 woocen cocks wero being constructed in Shengjin 
harbor under the supervision of a Soviet engineer. At this date, ‘ho 
work: was fairly well acvaneed, and the docls were to have been completed 
by duly 1950, Lach is believed to be 50 to 60 meters, in length. 


17. The following is a breakdown of vessels sunk in Albanian waters: 


a. About three miles southwest of Durres harbor, an 6,000-ton- 
Italian ship rests on the bottom, with its superstructure 
remaining above water. 


b. Off Ports Romena (Curres), there is a h,000-ton Italian tanker 
which rects on the bottom with only its nainuast protruding above 
Water. 


c, About 20 meters off the new pier in Vlone harbor, a l~5,000 ton 
Ttelian cargo and passenger votorship was sunk during the war and 
still reneins, It is planned to blow the ship up in order to allow 
ochension of the new plier. 


a. Off Erionero, about +} mile from the coast, twe vessels are sunk. 
one is the 1,,000-ton hospitel ship, OUDA, “of wiich part of the bow 
protrudes. The other is 2 cargo ship of about 7,000 tons.
